On the Day of Qiyamah, I will be the first one to intercede; 
and I will be the first one whose intercession will be accepted; 
and I do not say this out of pride.

And I will be the first to knock on the door of Jannah, 
which Allah will open for me. (At-Tirmidhi and Ad-Darami

In another hadith, the Prophet M says: 




Indeed, Jannah will be forbidden to all the other Prophets 
until I enter it, and it will be forbidden to all the other nations 
until my nation enters it. (Kanz-al-'Ummal) 

One Look Turned the Dead into Life-Givers! 

This Prophet is so great and of such a high status that whoever 
his sight and attention fell upon also became elevated in rank. 



Your precious teachings turned drops into oceans; 
They enlightened the heart and gave sight to the eyes. 
Those who were not on the straight path themselves 
became guides for others; 
What a gaze it must have been that turned the dead into 
life-givers! 

This was the shining light that made Abu Bakr 4k> into As- 
Siddiq (the Truthful), 'Umar 4® into A l-Fdruq (the Criterion for 
judging truth and falsehood), 'Uthman into Dhu-an-Nurayn 
(the Possessor of two lights), 'All 4k> into Asad-Alldh (the Lion 
of Allah It), Hamzah into Sayy id-ash -Shuhada (the Leader of 
the Martyrs), Ibn Mas'ud 4fe into Faqih -al-Ummah (the Jurist of 
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the Ummah), Ibn 'Abbas 4^ into Mufassir-al-Qur 'an (the sage 
of the Qur'an), Abu Hurayrah 4^ into Muhaddith-al- A %am (the 
Great scholar of hadith), Bilal into Mu hdhdhin-ar-Rasul (the 
Prophet's M Caller to prayer), Abu 'Ubaydah <#> into Amin-al- 
Ummah (the Trustworthy one of the Ummah), Al-Hasan 4® and 
Al-Husayn 4fe into Sayyida-shabab-ahl-al-Jannah (the Leaders 
of the youth in Jannah), and Fatimah 4fe into Sayyidah-nisa-ahl- 
al-Jannah (the Leader of the women of Jannah). May Allah H 
be pleased with them all. 



Before the advent of Islam, the Sahabah 4& were insignificant 
people, like tiny particles that are not visible without the rays 
on the sun. However, when they were blessed with the spiritual 
attention of the Prophet §1, they became very significant and 
became suns in their own right, illuminating the whole world. 
Those same people who did not know how to properly tend to 
their camels became the leaders of great intellectuals. 

The Sahabah 4fe numbered more than 100,000, and they 
reached such a status that in the spiritual sphere each one is 
seen as a sun, moon and star in their own right! The Prophet it 
says in a hadith: 



My companions are like (guiding) stars; whichever one of 
them you follow, you will be rightly guided. (Al-Bayhaqi) 




Your generosity turned particles into the sun! 
Mere camel herders became Imams of the time. 
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It is Not Possible to Fulfil the Rights of the Sirah 

No one can truly fulfil the rights of conveying and propagating 
the sirah of the Prophet §1. An Arabic poet has said: 

Yj^\ j £Ss> ^JIj bj j 

I see every praise of the Prophet M as deficient; 
Even if the praiser exaggerates in his praise. 

No lines of poetry, no words of praise, no book on sirah, no 
orator in his speech has ever fulfilled the rights of the sirah of the 
Prophet M. Even if the one praising were to greatly exaggerate in 
praise, the status of the Prophet M is so high that the rights of 
relating his sirah cannot be fulfilled. 

My brothers, I have no status or standing, but great 
philosophers, thinkers and even 'ulama have fallen short and 
not been able to fulfil the right of speaking on the sirah of 
the Prophet M. Even the words of the Sahabah 4fe were found 
wanting in this regard. In a hadith, 'Ali 4k> enumerates certain 
characteristics of the Prophet M, and then says: 

The one describing him would say, 'I have never seen his 
like, neither before him, nor after him.' (At-Tirmidhi) 

Embodiment of Perfection 

Hassan ibn Thabit 4k> says: 

Jsi -) ill* yJA j 
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My eyes have never seen anyone more 
beautiful than you; 
No woman has ever given birth to anyone more 
handsome than you. 
You have been created free from all faults; 
It is as if you have been created just as you wished. 

He is saying: "My eyes have not seen anyone more handsome 
and beautiful than you. Never mind my eyes, no mother has ever 
given birth to anyone as handsome as you. My Master! When I 
look at you from head to toe, I see nothing but perfection. Your 
eyes are so perfect, as are your nose, teeth and entire body. Your 
body is so perfect that it is as if Allah H asked you how you 
would like to look and created you accordingly." 

Above was the testimony of Hassan ibn Thabit Even more 
amazing is the testimony of Jibra'il 853, the leader of the angels. 
Jibra'il 853 has seen much of Allah's H creation. He saw the 
Ambiya 853, the cream of creation: he saw the likes of Adam 853, 
Ibrahim S3, Musa S3, 'Isa B etc. He saw all the Ambiya S3, who 
totalled approximately 124,000. When Allah It grants someone 
the ability, he can see many such things that others cannot see. 
Once, when Jibra'il 853 came to the Prophet iS, he said: 

pJL*j 4JIp 4JUI L5 L^5 

I have scoured the earth, east and west, and I have not found 
anybody more virtuous than Muhammad M. (At-Tabrani) 

With the power granted by Allah It, Jibra'il 853 scoured the whole 
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earth and saw every face: human, angel and jinn. However, he 
had never seen anyone more virtuous than Muhammad M. When 
Allah If has not created anyone greater and more virtuous than 
him, how can such a person be found? 

Perfect in Appearence, Perfect in Character 

The Prophet M is an embodiment of perfection in both his 
character and physical makeup. His face, hands and body were 
all perfect, as were his character and morals. No one can match 
him in perfection in either of these spheres.

The beauty of Yusuf $8, the [miraculous] breath of 
'Isa S3, the shining hand [of Musa S3] on one side; 
All of these excellences are found together in you alone. 

The beauty of Yusuf S3, the miracles of 'Isa S3 and Musa S3, 
the sweet voice of Dawud S3, the kingdom of Sulayman S3, 
the friendship of Ibrahim S3; Allah H gathered all of these 
excellences that were distributed amongst the various Prophets 
S3 into a single bouquet, which he sent into the world in the 
form of Muhammad M. 

Qdsim-al-Ulum wal-Khayrdt, Shaykh Mawlana Muhammad 
Qasim Nanotwi # says in a couplet: 

All the excellences of the whole creation are to be found 
in you alone, 
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But your excellences, except one or two, cannot be 
found in anyone else. 

In these lines of poetry, the Shaykh is saying, 'My beloved! From 
your many excellences, a few are found in the Prophets 'Isa 858, 
Ibrahim 8$, Dawud 858, Adam S3 etc. and all the excellences of all 
the Prophets S3 combined, can be found in you.' 

My brothers! Our Prophet M is the greatest Prophet of Allah 
H. He is an embodiment of perfection in both physical and moral 
characteristics. Allah ft says in the Glorious Qur'an: 




And you are surely on an excellent standard of character. 

(68:4) 

The Heart of Muhammad M 

The seat of good character and good morals is the heart. If 
generosity exists in the heart, only then will a person be able to 
spend generously. The same concept applies for other qualities 
of the heart, such as patience etc. Good character will manifest 
in a person's actions to the extent it exists in a person's heart. 
There is no heart in the creation of Allah H that is, or has been 
or ever will be, superior to the heart of Muhammad i§. And the 
level of good character that existed in his heart was not granted 
to anyone else by Allah H. All aspects of good character were 
found in his heart to the highest degree. Now, consider how 
great his pristine sirah must be! 

For this reason Allah H made the Prophet M a role model for 
us to achieve success in this world and the Hereafter : 
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There is indeed a good example for you in the Messenger of 



The Prophet i§ is the best role model and example for any 
member of society. For a tradesman, a leader, a father, a husband, 
an imam, a liberator, a victim of oppression, a prime minister or 
president etc, he is the best possible role model. In the teachings 
of the Prophet H that are preserved through his beloved sirah, 
there is guidance for all people to come until the Day of Qiyamah. 
For this reason the poets say: 



Only those places that he reached have seen the dawn. 

In those places which were blessed with the footsteps of the 
Prophet M, or the footsteps of the inheritors of the Prophet M 
- the 'Ulama who disseminated his teachings - blessings and 
mercy descended at each step and with each breath.

Blessings on every step, mercy with every breath; 
Wherever the intercessor of the sinful reached. 
Where he did not reach it is night even today;

No one has been created by Allah If who can compete with 
the orphan child of Aminah, the Prophet Muhammad M. The 
following are just a few examples of the exalted nature of the 
Prophet it:

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...and he had the highest degree of taqwa. (Al-Bukhari) 

The Prophet M was the most merciful from amongst the creation. 
The amount of mercy placed in his heart by Allah It was not 
placed in any other being: 



And We have not sent you but as a mercy for all the 
worlds. (21:107) 

Mercy for all the Worlds it 



And We have not sent you but as a mercy for all the worlds. 



When the two verses above, from Surah-al-Fatihah and Surah- 
al-Ambiya respectively, are taken together, they allude to the 
fact that Rabb-al-'Alamin (Rabb of all the worlds) sent the 
Prophet M as Rahmah lil-'Alamln (Mercy for all the worlds). In 
this, there is an indication from Allah H that He has made His 
beloved Muhammad M a mercy for each and every particle and 
atom for which He is the Rabb. What can be said regarding such 
a vast mercy! 





All praise is for Allah, Rabb of all the worlds. (1:1) 




(21:107) 
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Looking at his character, looking at his compassion; 
Even the non-Muslims concur that he is a mercy for all 
the worlds. 

Even today, if the non-Muslims study the sirah of the Prophet it 
with fairness, with a clear unbiased view, without prejudice and 
in search of the truth, they will very quickly reach the conclusion 
that the beloved orphan child of Aminah was sent not only for 
the people of the Quraysh, or the people of Makkah, or the 
people of Al-Hijaz, or the people of the Arabian peninsula but as 
a mercy for all of humanity and for the whole of creation. 



A Great Favour 

Dear readers, Allah If has favoured us greatly by connecting 
us to this great Prophet It. Allahu Akbarl Allah's H favours 
upon us are countless. He could have willed not to bless us with 
Iman or He could have granted us Iman, but we could have been 
from the nations of Adam 85B, 'Isa 853 etc. However, Allah it has, 
without our being deserving and without our asking, made us 
from the best Ummah, that of the Prophet Muhammad i§: 

You are the best Ummah ever raised for mankind... (3:110) 

Allah H has granted us the title of 'the Best Ummah'. What a 
great blessing and fortune this is! 

Why should your Ummah not be granted the title of 'the 
Best Ummah'; 
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When you are the best human, the best Messenger and 
the best of mankind. 

Without us deserving, without any effort on our part, without 
our asking, Allah It, through His Favour and Grace, made us 
individuals of the Ummah of Prophet Muhammad M. What 
a great blessing from Allah H. Alldhummd lakal-hamdu wa 
lakash-shukr (O Allah! For You is all praise and thanks). 

Fulfilling the Rights of a Favour 

When a person is granted a favour from Allah It, it has a right 
that must be fulfilled, which is that the person shows gratitude 
to Allah If for it. Allah H has granted us a connection with this 
beloved Prophet it and included us amongst his Ummah; this is 
a great favour. Therefore, we must fulfil the right of the favour 
by showing gratitude; and the way of showing gratitude is to 
fulfil all the demands and rights of the favour. 

The greatest right of the favour of being connected to the 
Prophet i§ is to read and study his sirah in detail, learn his 
teachings and then adorn our lives with these beautiful teachings. 
If we make this the objective and mission of our lives then we 
will attain success in this world and the Hereafter. 

The Meaning of Sunnah 

We need to learn the teachings of the Prophet M and adopt his 
way - this is the path to success. I say 'his way' and not 'his 
sunnah' because when we use the word 'sunnah' in our day-to- 
day conversations, it refers to just a few popular, well-known 
sunan, like those of eating, sleeping, drinking etc. The meaning 
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of 'sunnah' is 'the way of the Prophet W&\ and 'the way of the 
Prophet §1' is his entire life. 

The Prophet it used to read salah five times a day, so we 
too should adopt this way. He used to read his salah in the 
masjid with jama 6 ah, therefore we too should adopt this. This 
is the meaning of the term 'sunnah': every action found in 
the life of the Prophet it, irrespective of whether it is fard, 
wajib, sunnah or mustahab, is 'the way of the Prophet M\ All 
the commandments found in the teachings of the Prophet M 
connected to the physical and outer body are from his sunnah. 
Similarly, those commands connected to the spiritual aspect, such 
as not entertaining jealousy, hatred, malice, enmity etc. are also 
from the sunnah of the Prophet it. We have been commanded 
by Allah H to make both our external and internal selves like 
the Prophet it. 

How to Become the Beloved of Allah It 

The Prophet of Allah It is so beloved to Him that whoever makes 
their physical appearance and also their spiritual condition like 
that of His beloved Prophet Muhammad it, then He makes him 
His beloved: 



Say [O Prophet St], 'If you really love Allah, then follow me, 
and Allah will love you and forgive you your sins. Allah is 
Most-Forgiving, Very-Merciful.' (3:31) 

It is as if the Prophet it is saying to the people that he reads his 
salah five times a day with punctuality, so we too should do the 
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same. He paid zakah, fasted, performed hajj etc. so we should 
do the same too. The same applies to all other aspects of 'ibadah 
(worship). And together with this, in the aspects of dealings 
and transactions, social conduct and good character we should 
also be like the Prophet §1. In essence, the Prophet it is saying 
that if we emulate him in everything related to our physical and 
spiritual being, then Allah H will make us His beloved. 

Subhdnalldhl Dear Readers, you will become the beloved of 
Allah If on account of emulating the great life of the Prophet 
M. It is such Kindness from Allah H that He commanded us 
to beautify our lives by imitating such a great life so that we 
too can become His beloved. Furthermore, we will also become 
beloved to the whole of creation. 

Solution to Current Problems 

An easy solution to the problems that are blighting the entire 
world at the moment is that we adopt the way of the Prophet 
Muhammad $S; in fact, this is the only solution. We should 
endeavour to adopt the way of the Prophet M in every facet of our 
lives. Our 'aqa'id (beliefs), 'ibadat (acts of worship), mu'amalat 
(dealings and transactions), mu'asharat (social conduct) and 
akhlaq hasanah (good character) should all be like that of the 
Prophet M. If we do this and make our lives fully in accordance 
with the teachings of the Prophet M, then we will become the 
beloved of Allah H, and when we become His beloved we will 
become the beloved of His creation. The Prophet M has said:

When Allah It makes a servant His beloved, then Allah It 
summons Jibra'il $S and says, 
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Zj\s bbu ±^4 ill 01 

'Indeed, Allah H loves such a person; you too love him.' 

When Jibra'il SB hears this command of Allah ft, his heart is 
infused with love for this person. Such a person is now the 
beloved of Allah If and Jibra'il SB. Then, Allah H commands 
Jibra'il S3 to address the dwellers of the heavens (the angels) and 
say; 

Indeed, Allah H loves such a person; you too love him. 

Upon hearing the command, their hearts too are infused with 
his love. 

Then this person is granted acceptance amongst the people 
[resulting in everyone having love for him]. (Al-Bukhari) 

How to Become the Beloved of Creation 

If we desire the people of the world not to hate us or have enmity 
towards us, but instead to look at us with love and affection, 
then we need to become the beloved of Allah It. If we become 
His beloved, then automatically we will become the beloved of 
Jibra'il SB, all the angels, and the whole of creation. Remember! 
The only way of becoming the beloved of everyone is to become 
the beloved of Allah ft; and the method of becoming the beloved 
of Allah it is mentioned in the Glorious Qur'an: 
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Say [O Prophet M], 'If you really love Allah, then follow me, 
and Allah will love you and forgive you your sins. Allah is 
Most-Forgiving, Very-Merciful.' (3:31) 

The Enthusiasm of our Pious Predecessors to 
Adhere to the Sunnah 

Our pious predecessors attained complete and widespread love 
and affection due to their strict adherence to the sunnah of 
the Prophet M. Their lives were adorned with the sunnah of 
the Prophet M. From the amazing incidents in their lives we 
find examples of just how much attachment they had with the 
sunnah of the Prophet M. 

Once, during a lecture, Hakim-al-Ummah, Shaykh Mawlana 
Ashraf 'All Thanwi # stated that the Prophet §§ liked pumpkin 
very much and enjoyed eating it. 

To eat pumpkin is sunnah, not fard or wajib. If someone 
cannot eat it and his disposition does not prefer it, then there 
is no harm in this, providing one naturally does not have an 
inclination towards it and does not look down upon it. 



Hadrat Thanwi # mentions that he went home to find that his 
wife, who had also heard the lecture, had cooked pumpkin. The 
next day, once again, his wife had prepared the same meal, and 
also on the third day! He asked his wife why she was preparing 
the same vegetable every day. She replied, "You mentioned 
in your lecture that it is sunnah to eat pumpkin because the 
Prophet M preferred it. Therefore, my heart desired that we eat 
as much pumpkin as possible whilst it is still in season." 

Look at the desire and love this lady had for the sunnah of the 
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Prophet Ml 

Hadrat Thanwi #, amazed by her love for the sunnah, decided 
to monitor his own life and see how much it accorded to the 
sunnah. He monitored himself day and night, for one week, 
taking into account every action he performed, and comparing 
it to the sunnah method. He found that every action he did was 
according to the sunnah! 

Dear readers, how astonishing this is! If we did not have 
reliance on our elders, we would not even believe such incidents. 
If they were so particular about the sunnah and mustahabb acts, 
we can only imagine how particular they were with their fara'id 
and wajibat. 



Shaykh Mawlana Rashid Ahmad Gangohi # and 
Adherence to the Sunnah 

An associate of Shaykh Mawlana Rashid Ahmad Gangohi # 
once asked Shaykh Mawlana Khalil Ahmad Saharanpuri # 
about the sunnah method in a particular course of action. 

We should note how our pious predecessors would enquire 
regarding the sunnah method in all their actions. The reason they 
would do this is because it had become an absorbing interest to 
them, as they desired their lives to resemble that of the Prophet 

The questioner in the incident, had spent time in the company 
of Shaykh Rashid Ahmad Gangohi #. Shaykh Khalil Ahmad 
Saharanpuri #, being aware of this, asked him if he had ever seen 
Shaykh Rashid Ahmad Gangohi # carrying out that particular 
action regarding which he had enquired. When the questioner 
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replied in the affirmative, Shaykh Khalil Ahmad Saharanpuri 
# told the questioner that the manner in which Shaykh Rashid 
Ahmad Gangohi # carried out the action is the sunnah method. 
Shaykh Khalil Ahmad Saharanpuri # had so much conviction in 
Shaykh Rashid Ahmad Gangohi # adopting the sunnah method 
in every action that without any hesitation, with full certainty, 
he was sure that his practice would have been according to the 
sunnah method, and he had no need even to refer to any books 
to make sure. 

Shaykh-al-Hadith, Shaykh Mawlana Muhammad 
Zakariyya Khandalwi # and Adherence to the 
Sunnah 

Shaykh Mawlana Muhammad Zakariyya # was in the last 
moments of his life. He was performing what was probably 
the last wudu of his life. The Shaykh's attendants were very 
perturbed by his illness. After washing his hands up to his wrists 
and assisting him in gargling, they began to place water into his 
nostrils to continue with the wudu. Due to the grief they were 
in, they forgot to make him perform the siwak. However, due to 
the fact that he had spent his entire life adhering to the sunnah, 
and despite being at the brink of death, he was so mindful of 
the sunnah that he duly notified his attendants that the siwak 
had been left out. 

Shaykh Mawlana Muhammad Ilyas Khandalwi # 
and Adherence to the Sunnah 



The uncle of Shaykh Mawlana Muhammad Zakariyya #, 
Shaykh Mawlana Muhammad Ilyas #, had a similar attachment 
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to the sunnah. He too was in the final moments of his life. 
He was unable to talk and make others aware of his needs and 
requirements, except through slight gestures. With his eyes 
he gestured what the attendants understood to be a desire to 
remove his socks. The attendants went to remove his socks, 
but Shaykh Mawlana Muhammad Ilyas # pulled his feet away. 
This happened a few times, so the attendants called his son, 
Shaykh Mawlana Muhammad Yusuf Khandalwi #. After he 
arrived, he understood the same desire from the gestures, so he 
told the attendants to remove his socks. When the attendants 
tried once again, Shaykh Muhammad Ilyas # once again moved 
his feet away. Shaykh Muhammad Yusuf # then said that his 
father wished to have his socks removed, but it was being done 
contrary to the sunnah method, hence he pulled his feet away. 
When wearing socks, the right must be worn first and then the 
left; and when removing them, the left should be taken off first 
and then the right. They had been trying to remove his socks 
beginning with the right, so he had been moving his feet away. 

Make a Firm Resolution Today 

Dear readers, ponder over the love these people had for the 
sunnah of the Prophet M and their adherence to. Even at the 
brink of death they did not abandon the sunnah method. In 
contrast, we cannot even do the simplest of sunnah acts, even at 
times of safety and wellbeing.
